When the subscription books were closed the other day, 
it was found that the $250,000,000 offering of 3 per cent treas­ 
ury certificates was over-subscribed by $840,000,000. 
Evidently the American people still have plenty of cash, and 
they are as willing to invest it with Uncle Sam as with anybody 
else. More so, in fact. It would be hard for domestic industry or 
foreign governments to borrow American money at 3 or 3 1-2 
per cent. 
It is reassuring, too, to find so much money offered for a 
sure thing with a low return when the market is full of blue sky 
securities promising several times that much.
